men of the day, and they are filled with good
wholesome literary mattor that recommends
them in the highest manner for family read-
ing. Unlike many publications with a pro-
fessedly moral and religious object, these
magazines seldom degenerate into mere dog-
matism, but the object of the editors appeara
to be to make them really interesting and at-
tractive to young readers, who are too often
repulsed by the woll-mennt efforts of those
who attempt to furnish them with literaturs
that will inspire thoughts and tench lossons
of virtue and religion. It is to this charae-
teristic that their popularity is attributable,
for young people are never repunlsod by reli-
gions teachings unless the teachors make re-
ligion repulsive.

—We have received from Moessrs., Tarner
& Co., No. 808 Chesnut street, a noat little
pamphlet published by them, entitled ‘‘The
United States Mint," and written by Colonel
William M. Runkel, which gives a very tho-
rough description of an institution of which
but little is known. Here we have in a book
of sixtecn pages all that is really worth know-
ing of our Mint. The author gives us first
a brief but excellent history of the insti-
tution, and then follows up the deposit of
the crude gold or silver, into the melting-
rooms, assay and refining departments, and
rolling-room, nutil it gots into the coining
presses, and is delivered over into the hands
of the Treasurer fer payment to the deposi-
tor. Every other department in the institu.
fion is described so tersely and cloarly that
the dnllest mind can comprehend. Hard
scientific names are dispensed with, and the
ehemical processes through which the pre-
cious metals mnst pass are rendered intelli-
gible by the use of plain terms, instead of
diffienlt technical names. The book is printed
on beautifully finted paper, in the best style
of the typographical art, and reflects great
eredit npon its author for supplying a want
long needed. Price 25 cents.

—From the same house we have reesived
Appleton'’s Jowrnal and Our Boys and Girls
for February 12, and The Transatlantic for
Febrmary 15. This last named periodioal,
which is fast winning its way to favor, is
made up of excellent selections from the best
foreign magazines and roviews.

—The American Sunday School Unien sends
us ““The Broken Rein” and ‘‘Perverse Pussy,”
a couple of religious stories sunitable for
Sunday School libraries.

—From T. B. Peterson & Brothers we have
received ‘“T'he Planter's Northern Bride,” the
seventh volume of the complete edition of
Mrs. Caroline Lee Hentz's works now in
ecourse of publication by their house. This
story is said to give many of the incidents of
Mrs. Hentz's childhood, and it is among the
most interesting of her numerous works.

—Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger send us
“Only Herself,” a new and interesting novel
of Mnglish society, by Annie Thomas, Pub-
lished by Harper & Brothers.

—The Philadelphia Photographer for Feb-
ruary gives as a specimen an attractive pioture
entitled ‘‘Blowing Bubbles,” by M, W, Gris-
wold, of Columbus, Ohio, This is the prize
genre picture for which a gold medal was
awarded last November. The Photographer
is filled with excellent articles that will be
appreciated by photographers and all who are
interested in the photographic art,

—The Ponn Montlly for Febroary iz an
improvement over the January number, and
it presents a series of well-written articles
that are creditable to their guthors and to the
editors. This magazine is condueted by gra-
duates of the University of Pennsylvania,
and it is designed particularly to make the
public acquaintad with the literary merits of
that institution.

Erish Juries.

“Cerneling O'Dowd,” in the last [Hask inood,
in an srticle about Irish juries, discusses the
various issues that must or do influence the
verdict of & juryman in Ireland. Not only
will otie and ethieal motives influence

mind of the Irish juryman, but he must
‘bathink very serionsly what®hape the publie
opinion wilriyansume when the verdict is pro-
nouneed:—**If the erime be what the éant of
the day calls ‘ngmrian.' that i®, if the tenure
of land enters in any way into the history of
the offense, no great discernment is required
to guess how popular feeling will inéline; and
the juryman who is burdened with n con-
science, and feels the solemn obligation of an
oath, has to bethink him how fur he lives from
the police-barrack—whetherit ba tha season of
long nights and dark ones—how many near
relations the prisoner has—what their charae-
ters are—whether the gun he saw one of the
family shooting crows with has a flint ora
percnssion lock, and where they usually buy
their powder. These are not strictly evidence
on the trial, but, lst me tell you, they will
hold & very considerable spage in the mind of
the j an notwithstanding: and, with the
best possible inelination to uit bimself
bonestly and faithfully, he mlmnk that
long mountain road he has to travel after he
leaves the court houee, and how little day-
light will be left by the time he renches that
Jopesofne bit where the stone-pines throw
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their ubadown over the path.”  A# illustrating

The Ballet Girls of Paris,

I made the sequaintance, not long since, of
a dashing young Frenchman, who, with &
very fair stock of brains and very good henrt,
yet was foolish enongh to plume himself on
being ‘‘a man about town." He was pos-
sessed of good looks and a reasonable for-
tune, was inveterately lazy, and just about as
moral a8 Frenchmen on the average are.
The intimacy with which that fellow knew
Paris, from palace to garret, was wonderful;
and I mansged, during the brief period I was
accidentally thrown with him, to glean much
of which I was not informed before.

Among other haunts Panl was especinlly
fond of the green-room and its divinities.
Hin position and money gave him ready ac-
cess 1o them; and [ implicitly believe that he
was on easy terms with half the ballet-corps
of the metropolis. It was his description of
these ballet-girls, their profession, their mode
of life, their character, and their training,
which partienlarly struck me; and he so freely
imparted his information that I have quite a
shock of it in my head, which 1 am anxious te
put to paper. Well, thanks to Monsicur Paul,
1 arrived at the knowledge of this fast, that
the Paris ballet-girls, in their motives for
pursuing the saltatory art, in their mode
of life, in their characters, and in
their morals, are as various as all the
rest of laboring and ambitious mankind;
that virtue and good motives are not
wanting, though they are vastly overweighed
by their opposites; and that in each ballst girl
there is an individoal, different life quite re-
cognizable from all the others, It is a mis-
take, it appears, to consider the ballet-girls as
nsualy ignorant and low-born: many are very
decently educated, the children of “poor, but
respectablo parents,” and very few have been
born so low inlife as to have been set to
manual labor; so that their company—though,
if aman has any notions of morality at all
(which many Frenchmen have not), it is ex-
cessively corrupting—is not always coarse or
unrelieved by the graces of wit and sprightly
conversation, One has her villa at Montreuil,
another her coltage in Bwitzerland, where
they pass the suumer months and indalge in
romantic retirement with their lovers—{or all
bave lovers. Among the gay and brilliant
throng which one sees on the afternoon of a
gpring or summer day, whirling in every sort
of wvehicle up and down the Champs Elysees,
and in and out among the . enchanting paths
of the Bois de Boulogne, many are actresses
and dancers, who rival the first ladies of
Paris in dress and equipage, and who fear-
lessly brave the sneers of the beau-monde in
thus wixing with them in the democratic
pleasures of riding. They may be seen, too,
on their ‘“‘off-nights,” seated, in all the glory
of satin and peach and rouge, in the stage-
boxes of other theatres, smiling graciously
on their sister performers on the stage, and
aiming their mother-of-pearl lorgnettes at the
more striking figures of the audience before
them. They are prominent at the races and
reviews, always paying well for the best
places, and always appearing in the very top
of the fashion. They are carveless and reck-
less in money matters; their generous
salaries melt as fast as they come, and
their lovers seldom issue from the connection
without very material loss of fortune.

I’aul told me of one who had, six or eight
years ago, been one of the wildest and most
reckless of her order, who was now a very
proper landlady of thirty, keeps a highly re-
spectable belel in the region of the Chausses
d’Antin, and sticks smartly to her new voca-
tion,

‘‘No one wonld ever guess,” said ho, “‘that
she had ever bean anything except the keeper
of an hotel.”

Another, after a career of dissipation and
prodigal expenditure, had all of a sudden
been dismissed from her theatre for eareless
dancing, and married s young mercer, who
had long tried to get her, settling steadily
down to the assistance of her husband in his
business.

Dut these cases are very rare; the usual
road of these poor ereaturcs after their day of
Bucoess is a very steep inclined plane; they
commit suicide, or bacome inebriates, or in-
sane, or adopt the worst of all professions. I
bave myself soen & poor old woman, long
crazed, feeble in body, going about the streets
with a guilar which had lost all its strings but
one, and singing, in a horribly oracked voics.
snatches of the old songs of forty years ago.
She was once, they tell me, a renowned singer
in Paris, and sung more than once bafore old
King Charles the Tenth in the Tuileries; had
led a dissipated and reckless life; had lost her
reason; and now imsgined herself still the
favorite of the multitnde, and the songs
she sings the delight of all who hear them,
People give her a son here and there, and
pass pitying on; and the moving wreek still
fails to warn the other thoughtless ones from
the rock on which it shattered. Many of
these notresses and dunseusis come to the
ground “‘gently.” They avoid the abyss of
utter destruction, and yet do not have to
find another way of getting a livelibood. It
is mostly the very prond and sensitive who,
like Lucifer, fall utterly. Butsome who have
énjoyed a firit-cluss reputation, and have been
the heroines of the Pavin stage, see the fool-
ishness of that pride which destroys and when
their star is dinaged, and others take their
wonted place, do not rush off in despair
and kill themselves or plunge in degradation,
These, looking at their position in & common-
sense way, when they have to give up the
best places; take the best t can get, keap-
ing steadily at their profession. I'or instanse,
the prineipal actress of o threntre becomes a
trifle passes, o rival comes along, aud gha is
ousted. Well, if she isone of the sensible
sort of whom I speak, she goes ont into one
of the provincinl French cities, plays the
first-class roles to which she has becomne ne.
eustomed in Paris, and is announced ag the
“distingnished Madame Soandso, from such
a Paris theutre."”

On her past reputation she is able to keep
up an excellent series of en gemeands in the

rovingial theatres; and she now come to
earn the naum;? of nvlng, and is quietly
lsying by a comfortable “‘pile” for a rainy
day. When the “‘distingnished-artist-from-
Paris” dodge is “played out," she desconds to
the second.rate parts in the plays, becomes,
perhaps, the regular attacke of a provineial
theatre; nntil, when she has drawn at last
into the broad proportions and matronly air

of middle nge, we find her taking stioh parts
on the “‘mother of the family,” ““the masiden
aunt,” *‘the pnm[:ona housekeeper,” or *‘the
tyrannioal head milliner,” in faot, the poles of
the “old women.” Thos, ns 1 said, she falls
to the ground from her onoe dazeling height
ennily, hardly perceiving the gradoal down.
wird steps, and very ressonably satisfisd with
her wall-filled bank acoount, the preservation
of her health and heér profession, —London
Boeiety.

" De Quincey.
Not o writer of recent times is oftener
read by men of leiters who seek to riss above
the laxities of ephemeral workmanship; not
a writer in the lamgusge is more worthy of
devout serutiny by him who would master
the resonrces of that rhetoric which can be
acquired by stody. Gifted with brilliant
wers a8 A thinker, and more variously

l: De Qui : i ;a:rn"‘ hlh
me e neey wan Bpro] onately
endowed with the faculty of expression.
Even in the narrow world of the nursery,
with no other audience the wayward

brother who smote him with awe, and the
Emmg sister to whom his passionate rhetoric

as given an immortality in literature, the
dreamy boy found language an instrument of
miraculous power. Afterwards he studied
all its rhetorical- resources with a keener
eye for the devices by which its riches might
be unveiled, than any other stndent of whom
our literary annals present a token, Hence,
if his frequent sessons of literary debility
permithdli.m to be eriminally feeblo and
trivial, be bas lefl passages which, in stroc-
tural perfection of sentence, in command
over all the resources of the English tongue,
in a marriage of rhythmical and impassioned
wusie with a logical aeouracy of thought and
s Greek.like propriety of phrass, can scarcely
be excelled in the literature of England.
At his best, De Quincey has no superior as n
stylist. His rhetoric is as ed from
that of Macaulay by all the distance which
cuts off the mechanically regular patterns
of the old silk fabrics from those which now
glow with the form of flowerand living thing.
And it is the comparatively defective charac-
ter of De Quincey's mind that has contributed
to make him pre-eminent as arhetorician,
aud to give him a first place among the
teachers of expression. Sinee the richness
and fertility of his thonght do not equal the
richness and fertility of his language, the
style scems to stand out from the page like a
bas-relief, and to claim study for its own
sake, It presents the stndent with palpable
models, It challenges  dissection, and seems
to pubmit itself to the dissecting knife. It
revenls the artist in the act of working, osten-
tatiously proud of his skill, and inviting a
crowd of gazing eyes.

Unlike Opie, Do Quincey would not say
that he mixed his colors with *‘brains,” but
conld tell the exact components of each tint,
Unlike those painters who oan give no reason
why they work in a particular fashion, and
who lay tint on tint ot the mandate of & mys-
terions instinct, De Quincey could offer a
philosophical reason for the choice of each
word, for the architectural structure of each
clanse. He was guided by the dictate of the
conscions analytical faculty. Even in his
highest flights he was ever a rhetorician. Even
in tracing with magnificent power the linea-
ments worn by the **Three Ladies of Sorrow,”
he did not rise above the tyranny of rheto-
rical rules;: be did not emancipate himself
from the rigidity of the schools; nor eounld he
free the reader’s mind from the iden that the
rhetoric was indebted for a share of its pas-
sion and its beauty to the touch of some
mechanism which, althongh wonderful and
mysterious in its power, was mechanism still.
Henee, De Quincey forever dwells in the
second hierarchy of letters. Dut, we répeat,
be is for that very reason & more potent
master of what is technically called Style
than writers of more ethereal geniug, and a
better teacher of rhetoric even than the
masters of literafure themselves, That is
the renson why his name is oftener ecited in
the literary schools than the names of loftier
intellects. ;

On the other hand, by that great rend‘r.n(;;l
public whieh is but imperfectly acquainte:
with the technical merits of literary art, and
has but a feeble interest in artistic methods,
De Quincey i read with less enthugiasm. In
this respect he may be classed with Landor.
Landor's prose, it is true, lacked some of the
qualities which lend to that of De Quincey its
potency of charm. It has neither hig variety
and richness of hne, nor his power of falling
into a conversational ease, or of rising inte a
Miltonic rapture. But it has terseness, point,
and polish beyond any other prose in the lan.
guage. If not exempt from the artificial air
which elings to all academic styles, it is at
least an academic style of the highest rank,
Had England such an Academy as that of
France, it is the style of the ‘‘Imaginary Con-
versations” that would be singled out for the
highest enlogy. It is, indeed, the only Eng-
ish which we can place into competition wi
the French of Paul Louis Conrier. With all
their faults, Landor and De Quinocey are the

most perfect prose writers of modern
Epgland. -} <
